None 
now. 
In Hamlin sev eral y ears ago, in 
fact abou t nine y ears ago, we had 
a jam-u p good ice 
mak ing 
plant. 
Then the water was scarce and of 
poor v alu e for ice. They shu t down. 
Mu ch of the 
ex cellent 
machinery 
was pu lled 
ou t, 
and 
today 
they 
cou ld be selling locally ev ery 
ton 
and more they cou ld mak e if 
they 
cou ld get the replacements. It 
w as! 
easily a 20-ton plant. It wou ld be a ‘ 
boon for this section of abou t 8 00 
sq u are miles if we cou ld mak e 
20 
tons of ice from the ex cellent water 
that is now in abu ndance for Ham­ 
lin. Ev en if the company cou ld get 
a priority 
for 
replacements 
they 
cou ld not be fou nd, for their 
fac­ 
tories hav e long since gone to war. 
Let’s hope some day , 
the 
West 
Tex as Utilities Company will restore 
their plant and mak e 
many 
other 
cold 
storage 
modernizations. 
This 
commu nity needs more ice and more 
cold storage. May be 
the 
company 
will giv e it to u s after the war, if 
not before.

Not many y ears ago Hamlin farm­ 
ers began to raise wheatland maize, 
becau se it was possible to harv est 
with combines. By this y ear 
thou ­ 
sands of acres were planted and this 
su mmer has been a real harv est and 
the prices are so high, 
$2.30 
per 
hu ndred, till most of the grain has 
been or will be shipped away . 
Reports are that wheatland maize 
is bringing u p arou nd 
$2.9 0 
per 
hu ndred in Fort Worth and 
other 
centers. Also that they are bu y ing 
this grain for the sy nthetic plants in 
Sou th and North Tex as. It look s lik e 
a big new money 
crop 
has 
been 
fou nd for West Tex as. It also look s 
lik e the continu ed hot weather 
is 
ru ining the cotton 
and 
after 
all, 
may be the wheatland 
maize 
crop 
will be ou r main income this y ear. 
On ev ery side can be heard mu ch 
talk abou t the hu ndreds of thou sands 
of chick ens in this cou ntry lik ely to 
face a feed scarcity . Bu t 
to 
feed 
chick s $2.50 grain is mak ing fry ers 
and eggs come pretty high, so some 
mighty good management will hav e 
to be shown as the drou th cu ts into 
the grass, the cotton, and may be the 
fall wheat and oats possibilities. 
Cotton is showing fast 
deteriora­ 
tion u nder the day -after-day relent­ 
less su n throu gh clou dless sk ies. 
In 
spite of efforts to hold down 
sk y - 
high prices, it look s as if the scarc­ 
ity and demands will force things 
u p. Certain balances mu st be main­ 
tained to k eep the load u pright. Re­ 
freshing rains wou ld help right now 
home than any thing. 
Fall 
gardens 
wou ld rou nd ou t the early Victory 
Gardens that produ ced so well 
in 
most cases. And nothing wou ld help 
the dairy bu siness more than some 
good winter grazing. We 
hav e 
so 
mu ch, and can mak e so mu ch with 
ju st a few clou ds, 
cooler 
weather 
and a good rain.

“ We do not waste a breath try ing 
to shou t down the sy mphony of sou r 
notes. Bu t back of 
it all, 
q u ietly , 
steadily the people of America go on 
mak ing the tools of warfare, bu ilding 
the strength of their nation 
to 
cou nt when ou r boy s meet the en­ 
emy on tomorrow’s battle grou nds. . 
the best trained soldiers the United 
States ev er sent forth. . . . with the 
best eq u ipment for fighting the en­ 
emy of any soldiers in the history 
of the world. That’s what we hav e 
done. 
“For the benefit of the ‘Gru mlins’ 
who do not k now enou gh to care, 
and of the heck lers who do not care 
enou gh to k now, 
1 
offer 
EIGHT 
points” . 
(Folk s, let’s pick u p this word 
Gru mlin— Ray bu rn coins that word 
from the little imaginary dev ils that 
the RAF hav e to fight while try ing 
to go against 
the 
Germans 
ov er 
France, or Germany or the icy wat­ 
ers. The little 
imaginary 
grimlins 
seem to crawl ou t and cau se leak s 
in oil lines, gu m u p the machinery , 
tear the sk in off the planes, 
jam 
the radio, break a connection, and in 
general play hav oc.. something ju st 
block s the men, and they call it 
“Grimlins”. Now 
ev ery body k nows 
what a gru mbler is. The fellow who 
sees no good in any thing u nless he 
is the head of it. He magnifies and 
stretches ru mors that will hu rt and 
hinder. (We are talk ing abou t real 
men and some 
women 
now), 
so 
Speak er Ray bu rn coins a combina­ 
tion of the two and 
calls 
it 
the 
“ Gru mlins,” bu t let’s not waste time 
with them). 


RAYBURN’S EIGHT POINTS: 
1. The United States Army 
has 
| sent abroad the 
largest 
ov erseas 
force of any nation in history , and 
to date, after months of serv ice and 
important gains in combat, shows the 
smallest losses in proportion. 
Ou r 
men ov erseas now nu mber 2,000,000. 
In transporting them, ou r total loss­ 
es to the U-boats, hav e been fewer 
than 7 00. That army is tou gh and 
well ou tfitted with steel. In World 
War I we prov ided one piece of ar­ 
tillery for 
1,100 
soldiers. 
Today 
there is one piece of 
artillery 
for 
ev ery forty -six soldiers. As a fu rther 
and more specific ex ample, since the 
ou tbreak of the war, America’s arm­ 
ament indu stry has tu rned ou t abou t 
160.000 large-caliber 
artillery 
for 
grou nd armies, nearly 1,300,000 ma­ 
chine gu ns and 5,000,000 rifles and 
su b-machine gu ns. 
We hav e 
made 
165,000,000 rou nds of artillery am­ 
mu nition, not inclu ding ammu nition 
for nav al gu ns. Ou r ordnance plants 
hav e so far produ ced the astronom­ 
ical figu re 
of 
twenty -two 
billion 
rou nds of small-arms ammu nition—« 
enou gh to enable ou r forces to fire 
15.000 bu llets at ev ery soldier 
in 
the Ax is armies. 
Dou bled Sea, Air Power 
2. Ou r 
Nav y 
has 
added, since 
Jan. 1 of this y ear, 200 new war­ 
ships. For ev ery fighting ship 
that 
we had at the end of 19 42, we shall 
hav e two su ch ships by the end of 
19 43. In other words, within 
a single 
y ear we are dou bling the nu merical 
strength and m re than dou bling the 


hitting power of the United States 
Nav y . 
3. The air forces of ou r Army and 
Nav y hav e increased by more than 
64,000 planes in the past 12 months. 
The new planes added to the Nav y 
in the first sev en months of 19 43 
alone dou bled the entire nu mber in 
serv ice before Pearl Harbor. 
4. We are winning the fight on 
the U-boat. With better weapons at 
sea, and bigger attack s on the bases 
ashore, we hav e already 
tak en 
the 
profit ou t of Germany ’s su bmarine 
warefare. 
5. For the greatest ov erseas force 
the world has ev er k nown, we now 
hav e a transport v ehicle and an 
air 
u mbrella to match. To giv e y ou some 
idea of what this means in the trans­ 
portation of a single item—gasoline 
— General Jimmy Doolittle say s that 
in one day the operations of his air 
forces in the Mediterranean consu m­ 
ed 100,100,000 
gallons— enou gh 
to 
fill 7 0,000 au tomobile tank s here in 
Tex as—,if we were filling them u p 
in Tex as instead of k nock ing them 
ou t in Italy . 
Greatest Food Su pply 
6. Ou r food su pply , for ou r own 
u se and for ou r allies, is the greatest 
ev er assembled by any nation in his­ 
tory . And ou r farmers are planting 
still more heav ily . These farmers and 
farmers’ wiv es are not only giv ing 
their sons bu t they are doing their 
part in this great effort of produ c­ 
tion. 
7 . In the matter of price control, 
after all the fu ssing 
within 
and 
arou nd the OPA, too mu ch 
fu ssing, 
a great many mistak es, many things 
done in the wrong 
way , 
we 
find 
these rev ealing facts: That the total 
ov erall cost of liv ing in America in 
the forty -fou rth month of the first 
World War was 40 per cent abov e 
the lev el at the start of the war, 
Au gu st, 19 14. And that in the forty - 
fou rth month of the second 
World 
War, the cost of liv ing has arisen 26 
per cent abov e the start of this war, 
September of 19 39 . Up 40 in 
the 
last war, u p 26 in this one. The com- 
plainers hav e opened all the stops of 
their gripe-organ on this su bject of 
price control. 
No one wanted price control 
and 
we wou ld nev er hav e had it u nless 
it had been absolu tely necessary 
to 
hold down the cost of liv ing where 
the common man cou ld eat, and 
to 
prev ent 
ru naway 
inflation 
which 
wou ld hav e been destru ctiv e to 
u s 
all, bu t after all is said and 
done, 
we hav e been denied few things u n­ 
der rationing. 
Many 
hav e 
com­ 
plained abou t the lack of all 
the 
su gar and coffee and meat that they 
wanted to eat. I hav e a simple ans­ 
wer in the form of a story that 
I 
think fits the complainers. 
Willing to Do Withou t 
A lady wh oclerk s in a store was 
telling of a man who came in, bit­ 
terly complaining that the cou ld not 
get all of ev ery thing he wanted. She 
finally said to him, “ My friend, 
do 
y ou hav e a son in the army ?” 
The 
man answered no. She said to him, 
“I hav e a son in the Sou th Pacific 
and two nephews that I lov e 
lik e 
sons in North Africa, they are prob­ 
ably in Sicily now. I am willing to 
do withou t some of the|e things, or 
all of them, that these 
boy s 
and 
other millions of 
boy s 
may 
hav e 
what they need to k eep them strong 
and well.” That shou ld be the spirit 
of ev ery American. 
8 . The fitness of ou r fighting mar. 


—and I am su re that for this item 
ev ery American will giv e his thank s 
to the God that watches ov er those 
we hold dear— the 
fitnses of 
ou r 
boy s, as reported by ex perts, scien­ 
tifically stu dy ing it, su rpasses 
that 
of any other fighters, inclu ding ou r 
own in past wars. Today the av erage 
American soldier eats better, sleeps 
better, is trained better, hears, sees, 
marches and breathes better than he 
did in 19 17 . He is almost an 
inch 
taller, nearly ten pou nds heav ier.
